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The Margrave of Bareith at this Time 
commanded the Imperial Army, which 
was to have. defended the. Lines of Stalbof- 
Great Application had been made to 
the Elector of Hanover, to accept of that 
Command; but he was not eaſily to be pre- 
vaild upon, being diſſatisfy d with the 
Proceedings of the Dyet, where he had 
not been as yet able to prevail to have 
his Electoral Dignity. confirmed. Hou 
ever, there was another more potent Rea- 
ſon againſt his putting himſelf at the Head 
of that Army, which was the Backwardneſs 
of the German Princes and States in fur- 
niſning their Quota's, and the bad Condi- 
tion the Forces of the Empire were gene- 
rally in. He wiſely avoided the taking 
upon him the Command of an Army, that 
for the moſt part was in Want of all Things 
to enable it to act vigorouſly, and there- 
fore unlikely to gain a General any Repu- 
tation. But the Advantages gain d by the 
French at the Beginning of the Campaign 
this Year 1707, obhg'd the Empire to re- 
double its Efforts, and his Electoral High- 
neſs to comply with their Deſires in ac- 
cepting of the Command, tofave the Em- 
pire from Ruin. For the better underſtand- 
ing of this Paint, it will be requiſite to ſay 
ſomething of the Poſture of Affairs. 
- The Margrave of Bareith, as has been 
ſaid, had the Command of the Imperial 
ne.

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Army, which he had diſpos d in the beſt

ineflectual by the Conduct and Celerity of 
the Marihal de Fillars.

The 
Count de Broglio, with 60 Boats full of Gre- 
nadiers, landed on the Iſland over againſt 
Aeuburg, which is divided from the Conti- 
nent by a narrow and ſhallaw.

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Command, when Things were in a worſe 
Poſture than before: However, being 
preſs'd, he propos d his Conditions,' which 
in a great Meaſure related to the Number 
of Troops he was to command, and the 
furniſhing them with all Neceſſaries, that 
they might be able to make Head againſt 
ſo potent an Enemy; as well knowing, 
that the ableſt General cannot expect to 
gain Reputation, unleſs the Troops he has 
under him are numerous enough to gain 
their Point.

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Money ſecur'd the Heads of thoſe Circles to 
their Intereſt, the Offer was rejected, and 
almoſt the whole Circle of Suabia, and a 
great Part of that of Franconia, thereby 
reduc'd to pay ſuch Contributions as the 
French thought fit to demand. The Ele- 
ctorate of Mentz, Landgraviate of Dar wi- 


fadt, the Palatinate of the Rhine, the Berg- 
ſtraat, and other Countries, underwent the 
ſame Fate. Thus were all thoſe Parts ex- 


pos d to the dire Effects of an Invaſion, for 
Want of accepting of the profferd Peace, 
from which they were diverted by ſuch as 
could loſe nothing, being over and above 
paid for what Damages they might ſuſtain 
in their Eſtates, by thoſe whoſe Intereſt 
it was to keep the War afoot on that Side. 
There is no Queſtion but that the Marſhal 
de Villars had greater Deſigns in View, and 
in all Probability the Reſtoring of the Ele- 
ctor of Bavaria to his Dominions ; but ha- 
ving been oblig'd, as was ſaid before, to 
weaken his Army by great Detachments 
drawn from it for Italy; and, on the other 
Hand, the Army of the Empire being re- 
inforcd by 45000 Saxons, taken into the 
Pay of Great Britain and Holland, beſides 


other Troops, which made the Germans 


much ſuperior in Number to the French, 
and the Elector of Hanover, accepting of 
that Command, brought a conſiderable Ad- 
dition of his own Forces, which caus d a

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reat Alteration in the Face of Affairs; 
the French being oblig d to abandon Heidel- 
berg, and ſeveral other Places, drawing their 
inferior Army into a ſtrong Poſt at Gotſan 
near Dourlach, as has been tobſervd before, 
and afterwards intrenching themſelves be- 
hind the River Murch; and indeed it was 
very N = that they could at all 
maintain that Poſt againſt fo potent an E- 
nemy.

4. That the Circles would pleaſe to pro- 
vide, at their own Expence, Forrage for the

6. His Electoral Highneſs , earneſtly re- 
commended to the Circles, That the Re- 
cruits of each Circle might be rais'd with 
ſuch Expedition, as to paſs in Review in 
Februa: y following at fartheſt ; and that all 
the Regiments might be compleat at that 
Time, at being of. the laſt Importance, that 
the Opening of the enſuing Campaign 
might be early in the Lear. 

7. His Electoral Highneſs preſs'd the Cir- 
cles, in Regard to their own Safety, to 
incniſh the Military Cheſt, or Bank, for 
the War; with 100co0 Rix-dollars above 
their Quota, the ſaid Bank being at that 
Time in a very low Condition. 

There ſeem'd, at this Time, to. be a bet- 
ter Diſpoſition in the Dyet of the L.mpare, 
to carry on the War with Vigour under 
the Electors Conduct, than that of the o- 
ther Generals before him: And as they;

Lewis and Fo t-Mehl. His Electoral High- 
neſs, being inform'd of it, went the next 
after his Return to view the Lines 
from Daxlant to the Mountains; and ha- 
ving order d ſome new Works for their 
better Defence, ſeparated his Army, and 
diſposd them ſo convenient ly in their Win- 
ter- Quarters, that they mizht draw toge- 
ther in eight and forty Hours, upon any

1s provided and enacted, That the Com- 
miſſioners to be nam'd in Purſuance to the 
ſaid Act, ſhould not treat of or concerning 


any Alteration of the Liturgy, Rites, Ce- 


remonies, Diſcipline, or Government of 
the Church, as by Law eſtabliſh'd, with- 
in this Realm; and whereas certain Com- 
miſſioners, appointed by her Majeſty, in 
Purſuance of the ſaid Act, and alſo 8 
a Om˖m- 
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Commiſſioners, nominated by the Parlia- 
ment of Scotland, have met and agreed up- 
on a Treaty of Union of the ſaid King- 
doms, which Treaty 1s- now under the 
Conſideration of this preſent Parliament. 
And whereas the ſaid Treaty, with ſome 
Alterations therein made, 1s ratify'd and 
approvd by Act of Parliament in Scot-- 
land, and the ſaid Act of Ratification is, by 
her Majeſty's Royal Command, laid before 
the Parliament of this Kingdom.

king, Ordainixg, and Conſecrating of Biſhops, 
E 5 P, refts, 
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H 1efts, and Deacons in the Church of England,

alter d by any ſubſequent Act, or Acts of 
Parliament) and all and ſingular the other

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And be it further enacted by the Au- 
thority aforeſaid, That this Act, and all 
and every the Matters and Things therein 
contam'd, be, and ſhall ever be holden and 
adjudg d to be a fundamental and eſſential 
Part of any Treaty of Union to be conclu- 
ded between the Kid two. Kingdoms; and 
alſo that this Act {hall be inſerted in expreſs 
Terms, in any Act of Parliament which 
mall be made for Settling and Ratifying 
any ſuch Treaty of Union, and ſhall be 
therein declar'd to be an eſſential and fun- 
damental Part thereof. e 


This Act being in full Force, by the e- 
ſtabliſhing ef the Union of the two Kinp-- 
doms of England and Scotland, whichenſu'd. 
preſently atter, and to which it appearsthe 
Act relates, it remains to inſert in this 
Place as much of thoſe Articles as more di- 
rectly appertains to the Succeſſion, and to 
the future Kings.

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The Preamble to the Articles of the Union. 


HE Eſtates of Parliament conſidering, 
that the Articles of Union of the King; 

doms of Scotland and England, were agreed 
on the 2 2d of Fuly, 1706 Years, by the Com- 
miflioners nominated in Behalf of this 
Kingdom, under her Majeſty's Great Seal 
of this Kingdom of Scotland, bearing Date 
the 27th of Februa y laſt paſt, in purſuance 
of the fourth Act of the third Seffion of 
this Parliament, and the Commiſſioners no- 
minated in Behalf of the Kingdom of Em- 
land, under her Majeſty s Great Seal of Eng- 
land, bearirg Date at Weſtminſter the roth 
of April laſt, in purſuance of an Act of 
Parliament made in England the third Year 
of her Majcſty's Reign, to treat of and 
concerning an Union of the ſaid Kingdoms: 
Which Articles were, in all Humility, pre- 
ſented to her Majeſty upon the 22d of the 
ſaid Month of Fuly, 2nd were recommend- 
ed to this Parliament by her- Majeſty's 
Royal Letter ct the Date of the 3 iſt Day 
of July, 1706 Years: And that the ſaid 
Eſtates of Parliament agreed to, and ap- 
prov'd of the ſaid Articles of Union, with 
ſome Additions and Explanatious, as is con- 
taind in the Articles hereafter inſerted. 
And ſicklyke her Majeſty, with Advice 
and Conſent of the Eſtates in Parliament, 
N reſolving

This ſame Month the Elector aſſem- 
bled his: Forces, which were not ſo nu- 
merous as he had expected; beſides that, 
he was. obligd to make a Detachment: 
for the Army under Prince Eugene; but the 
Hcuch having diminiſh'd their Forces on 
the fame Account, this did not ſo much 
diſable him to oppoſe them. In ſhort, 
there was no Action during the whole.

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as kept the French in Play to obſerve 
him; and by that means, it is thought, 
the Elector contrivd to prevent their 
{ending any Detachments to Flanders, where 
there was much Occaſion for them. Ihe 
Elector kept the Field, tho labouring un- 
der many Difficulties, till he was inform'd 
of the Surrender of Liſe to the Forces of 
the Allies, in the Low- Countries; when 
judging his Preſence no longer neceſſary 
on the Upper Rhine, and the Seaſon of the 
Year being ſo far advanc'd, he left the Im. 
perial Army, under the Command of Ge. 
neral Thungen, in the Beginning of NV. 
vember, and arrivd at Hanover on the 
5th. | 

This Year the Electoral Prince took his 
firſt Rudiments in the Art of War, in the 
Army of the Allies, in the Netherlands, 
where he ſignalizd himſelf at the Battel 
of Audenard, charging as a Voluntier, 
with Sword in Hand, at the Head of his 
Father's Troops, commanded by Lieute- 
nant-General Brlan - His Horſe was ſhot 
under him, and Colonel Lnſbley, who led 
the Squadron where he charg'd, was killd 
in his Preience. 

In Jannay 1709, the Elector of Hanover 
writ to the Dyet ef the Empire, exhort- 
ing them to make betimes, the neceſſary 
Preparations for a vigorous Campaign; 
and being ſecended by a Memorial _ 
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the States General, to the ſame Effect, it 
produ'd ſome Debates in that Aſſembly z 
but the farther Conſideration thereof was 
deterr'd, till the Deputies had receiv'd far- 
ther Inſtructions from their reſpective Ma- 
ſters; and in the mean Time, the Miniſter 
the Elector of Mentx, as Director of the 
yet, communicated to the three Colleges, 
the following Propoſals, as the ſubject Mat- 
ter of their Deliberation. 1. That ſuch 
rates of the Empire, as had not furniſid 
their Contingents during the War, ſhould 
be invited and deſir d to do it. 2. That 
the ſaid States {ſhould be allow'd fix Weeks 
ime to declare, whether they were willing 
to {urniſh the Arrears of their Quota's or 
Contingents aforcſaid, in Men or Money.

That it was 
neceſſary to form an Army of 80000 Men 
ou the Rhire, and that the Proportion each 
Circle was to farniſh, ſhould be ſettled on 
the Foot as it was drawn up by the Envoy 
of Mentz. 5. That it was alſo neceſſary, 
tor the facilitating and farthering the Ope- 
rations of the enſuing Campaign, to tranſ- 
port to Frankfort, à certain Quantity of. 
Artillery, Ammunition, c. 6. That a 
Million of Rixdollars ſhould be provided: 
tor the Service of the Army. -The Pro- 
portion of each Circle, mention'd in the

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Ath Article, is as follows. The EleQorof 
Mentz is to furniſh 2020 Men; the Elector 
of Treves but 800, becauſe the greateſt Part 
of his Territories is in the Hands of the 
Enemy; the Elector, and Electorate of the 
Upper Palatinate, 6000 Men; the City of 
Cologu 100; the remaining part of the 
Electorate of that Name, 3zœo; the Circle 
of Bohemia 3000; the Upper Saxony 60co; 
Anſtiza I; Franconia 9oco ; Suat 
1c000; the Country on the other ſide cf 
the Rhine, towards France and Heſſe-Caſſel, 
6cc0; Wefiphalia loo; Lewer Saxcny 
coco; Bavaria 6; which all together, 
amount to 80100, | 

In May the Dyet had the ſame Subject 
again under Conſideration, and the Elecic- 
ral College was of Opinion to grant anc- 
ther Million of Rixdollars, for the Service 
cf the Army. They communicated their 
Reſolutions to the College of Princes, who 
refus d to concur therein, or grant any other 
Sum, till the Million before voted, were 
actually paid in, and the EIectors had 
diſcharg'd their Quota's, they having paid 
little or nothing towards it, whereas the 
petty Prir ces, and Imperial Cities, had 
aid their full Contingents. Theſe Deli— 
Latina continu d for ſome Months, but 
having preduc'd no confiderable Effects, 
we hall leave them, to proceed to the 
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The four Confederated Circles ſeeing no 
great Hopes of any conſiderable duccours 
trom the other Members of the Ger maniek 
Body, held ſeveral Conferences among 
themſelves, to conſider of augmenting their 
Forces, and took ſuch Meaſures as made 
them believe, that notwithſtanding the Im- 
perialiſts and Palatines were march d to the 
Netherlands, they might have a ſufficient 
Strergth to diſappoint the Deſigns of the 
Enemy on the Rhine. Their 1roops al- 
ſembled in May at Fflingen, under the Com- 
mand of the Prince of Baden Dourlach, and 
ſoon after General Gronsfeldt arrivd there, 
to take the chief Command upon him, till 
the Arrival of the Elector ct Hanover. On 
the other ſide, the Marſhal de Harcomt 
commanded the French Army, whence very 
great Detachments being made for the 
Netherlards, he was oblig d to :& defen- 
ſively. The Month of June paſsd with- 
cut any thing remarkable, the Ger mans 
never offering to move, and the F euch, 
who had paſs d the Rhine, and, as has been 
ſaid, were weaken'd by the Detachments 
drawn away, returnd to this ſide. 

In July t'iere was mighty Expectati- 
on of what the Germans would do, their 
Army being much ſuperior to the French, 
but ſtill the Elector of Hanc ver was not 
come to take the Command upon him, 
and many other Excuſes were found, as 

want 
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want of Cannon, and other Neceſſaries. 
However, General Thungen, who com 
manded in the Elecor's Ablence, took 
much Pains to make all the proper Dit- 
poiitions for pathng the Rhine. In the 
mean Time, the French, with the Affi. 
ſtance cot 6c00 Peaſants, cut down all the 
Corn they could come at beyond the Rhine, 
in the Ierritories of Baden, and the Coun- 
try round about, which they lent into 
their Magazines at Straſburg, and it was 
a conſiderable Advaſſtage to them, their 
Stores being then low. 

At length the Electer arrivd in the 
Army, in Auguſt. The firit Thing he did, 
was to detach Count Mercy towards the 
Black-Foreft, with Orders to paſs the Rhine, 
to execute a Project which had been dil- 
appointed the Year before. His Electoral 
tighneſs then paſsd the Rhine, making a 
Shew as if he would attack the French 
Lanes, that the Marſhal de Harcourt might 
not detach any Troops to oppoſe Count 
Mercy; but his Deſign was again. dilap- 
pointed. 

The Ele&or march'd the 23d to Langen 
condel, and being arriv'd near the French 
Camp, went, with the other Generals, on 
the 24th in the Morning, to take an exact 
View cf them, advancing fo near, that one 
of his Servants was wounded by a Mutket- 


Ball near his Perſon, | The Lines were. 
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und to he very ſtrong, and Spies and 
Deſerters confirmd, that the Marihal de 
Harcourt had made but a {mall Detachment 
gainſt Count Mercy, and therefore he was 
:imagind to be ſtronger than was repor- 
CSP 

The Elector being returu d to the Camp, 
receiv d certain Advice, that Count Mercy 
was arrivd at Newenburg; and that the 
Generals Brenner and Weickerſherm, being 
at the ſame Time on the other Side of the 
ine, had laid over a Bridge, and joind 
Count Mercy. Thereupon, a Council of 
War was immediately call'd ; and the Ge- 
nerals having conſider d the dangerous 
Conſequence of being repuls'd in the At- 
tack of the Lines; and on the other Hand, 
how advantageous it would be to ſupport 
the Enterprize of Count AMercy; it was 
manimoully reſolv'd to repals the Rhine, 
ind march up along the lame to Aewenburg. 
{he French made a Motion, as if they 
would have fallen upon the Rear; but the 
Elctor, who was there in Perſon, had ta- 
ven ſuch Precautions, that nothing was at- 
tempted by them. He order d the Boats 
the Bridge that was at Hhilipſburg, to be 
put into Waggons, to lay a Bridge in ano- 
ther Place; and on the 28th continu'd his 
March. One of his Part ies having defeat- 
ed another of the Enemy, and brought in 
tome Priſoners, a Letter found in the Poc- 
| ket 
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ket of one of them, gave an Account ef 
Count Mercy's being routed. However, the 
Elector continud his March; but that 
News being confirm d in the Evening, with 
the Particulars of the Defeat; and tarther 
Advice being brought, that the Marſhal de 
Harcomt was in Motion; his Electoral 
Highneſs thought fit to give Orders to the 
Army, which was already advanc'd to Gf, 
beyond Raſladt, to return to Meckenſtmn, 
on this Side of tke Mm g, where he receiv 
more Particulars of the Rcut of Ccunt 
Mercy; ſome reckoning the Loſs at 400 
Men kill'd, and 1800 taken, others talking 
of 2000. 

The Loſs was certainly very great, as 
having diſappointed the main Project ct 
the Campaign, not only on the Rhine, but 
on the Side of Savcy z where the Duke ct 
Berwick was oblig d to act defenſively, be- 
ing much inferior to the Duke of Savvy; 
who, nevertheleſs, durit not attack him. 
Now Count Mercy was to have penetrated 
with his Body of Men, thro Burgundy, in- 
to the open Country of France, which 
would have brenght him upon the Rear 
of the Luke of Be: wick; who muſt, by that 
Means, either have been cut in Pieces, be- 
ing inclosd between two Enemies; or elle 
have retird in Time, leaving all thoſe Pro- 
vinces, till then untouch'd and defenceleſs, 
to the Mercy of the Enemy, which 1 

ve 
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have been the utter Ruin of France, The 
Defeat of that Body of Geimans diſap- 
pointed all thoſe great Deſigns, and con- 
ſequently made the Campaign in both the 
aforeſuid Countries, conclude without any 
other memorable Action; but ſince that 
was the only one of Note, and was under 
the Conduct of the Elcctor, it is fit to give 
a particular Account of 1t. 

Count Mercy had gain'd conſiderable Re- 
putaticn before this Diſgrace, and was 
there fore pitch d upon to manage an En- 
terprize, on which ſo much depended. Ma- 
ny pity'd him; but others ſeverely blam d 
his Conduct, ſaying, he had diſobey d Or- 
ders in quitting his Intrenchments, where, 
they urg'd, he might have been fete, and 
that the Elector would have join'd him in 
two Days, his Highneſs having provided 
a great Number of Waggons to carry Pro- 
viſions, Ammunition, and part of his In- 
fantry, that nothing might retard his 
March. However, theſe were all Surmi- 
ſes, and the Germans, as they were either 
well or ill affected towards him, endea- 
vourd to excuſe or condemn him. There- 
fore, to leave this Affair to the Judgment of 
every Reader, we ſhall here inſert two Ace- 
counts, the firſt, that which he gave him- 
ſelf in a Letter to the Elector at leiſure, 
ſeveral Days after the Action, and that

own Credit made the neceſſary Diſpoſitions 
that were wanting, as well in reſpect to

which I could not have from Friburg z and 

with three Battalions of Gutten/tein, Ar non, 

and Went, two Battalions of Haldeſhetm, and 
one of Saltzburg, the two, Regiments of 
Horſe cf Newburg and Breuner, and 200 

Hnſſars, arrivd the fame Day at Newſtadt ; 
while a Detachment of 200 Men ef the 
Regiments of Oettingen and the Hereditary 
Prince of ir temberg, 100 Huſſais, and 300 
Foot, detachd from the Battalions afore- 
ſaid, were ſent to guard the Materials fer 
a Bridge, and join Count Breuner, who 
was ſent before to Hibing, to get all in 2 
Readineſs, and aſſemble another Battalion 
of Saltzburg, and two of Reyſc hack and 
Euſberg. The 19th I march'd to Alleſvied; 
but ſeeing the Infantry could not march 
with the requiſite Expedition, I left the 
ſame under the Command of General 
Weikerſheim, with Orders to continue their 
March 
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March the 2cth by Ganders, and join 
(ount Brenner at Newenburg. Having con- 
nud my March thro' Swiſſerland, J arrived 
e 2iſt, at 10 of the Clock in the Mor- 
ung, at Otmerſbeim, as it had been project- 
ed, and according to what I had the Ho- 
our to write to your Electoral Highneſs 
Tom Fillingen. The taking of a Poſt at 
Rourgfelds, where the French had ſome Men 
nder a Lientenant-Colonel, gave the A. 
arm tothe Enemy, who retird with three 
Yattalions and five Squadrons to Briezen, 
under the Cannon of the two Briſac ks; 
leavi”g only ſome Peaſants in ſeveral Re- 
doubts, which they immediately abandon d, 
as well as the Iſland of Newenburg, ſeeing

could not arrive till late in the Night, 
which was ſpent in unlading our Boats or 
Pontons, and putting them into the Water;

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Extent cf the Ground we were oblig to 
take for poſſeſſing the riſing Greunds abcut 
the ſame. The reſt of the Day was ſpent in 
making good fuch Redoubts as were judg d 
neceſſary tor the Security of the Bridge, 
and I took a View of the Country for a 
Camp, which I markd in a pretty good 
Scituation, but of too great Extent for the 
Ircops I had with me. The 24th we con- 
tinu'd our Works, and to view the Coun- 
try; but being inform'd in the Evening, 
that the Count de Bourg had been reinforc q, 
I causd the Troops to be upon their Guard 
all that Night, and ſent Spies and Parties 
abroad, to get Intelligence of the Enemy. 
They confirm the Account I had receiv, 
with this Addition, that Monſieur de In- 
mecomt was marching with farther Rein- 
forcements, his Infantry being carry'd in 
Waggons, in order to attack me on the

Seeing all theſe Preparations ready to 
fall upon me, I reſolv'd narrowly to ob- 
ferve the Fnemy, and attack the firſt Body 
that ſhould advance. Count de Pouwrg 
march'd the 26th, of which I was immedi- 
ately inform'd by the Parties who ory 
im, 
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him, wherenpon I order d Count Brenner 
to join me with four Pieces of Cannon, E 
Foot, 180 Horſe, and 50 Huſſars, leaving 
General Weikerſherm to ſecure our Bridge 
and the Iſlands with four Pieces of Cannon, 
and the Regiments of Saltzburg, Reſchack, 
and Er/berg, with 300 Huſlars, beſides two 
Parties that were patroulling between Bi i- 
ſack and Hunningen, and alſo a Battalion of 
Hildeſbeim, which was left in the Iſlands, 
and in the Works, at the Head of the Bridge, 
which we had not Time to fiſh. I ſent 
the Equipages into the Iſlands, and having 
paſs'd a Kirulet, drew up in Order of Battel, 
to march to the Enemy, upon two Lines. 
The Regiment of Horſe of Newburg on my 
Right, that of Brenner on the Left, the In- 
fantry in the Center, and the Detachments 
atoreſaid making my Body of Reſerve; 
The Huſſars were ſent before, to obſerve 
the Motions of the Enemy. After an 
Hour's March, we diſcoverd them on the 
Hill, where is a Farm belonging to the 
Jeſuits, into which they put ſome Infantry; 
I continu'd to advance, and that Farm be- 
ing in my Center, 1 order'd the Body of 
Reſerve to come into the Lines, whereby 
I made a Front pretty equal to the Enemy, 
and order d to ne? them on all Sides at 
the ſame Time. I put myſelf at the Head 
of the Regiment of Newburg, on the Right, 
but was immediately abandon'd by the 
| ſame, 
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ſame, except by the Colonel and two 
Troops, which having charg'd the Enemy, 
were ſoon beaten. I endeavour'd to rejoin 
my Infantry, which had put the Enemy' 
into ſome Diſorders, but found it impoli- 
ble, the ſame being ſurrounded by the 
Enemy, and I narrowly eſcap'd being ta- 
ken. I joind the Regiment of Breuer, 
and found that the General of that Name 
had been killd at the Beginning of that 
Action, and that Part of them had been 
broke, the Flight of the Regiment of New- 
lung having given the Enemy an Opportu- 
nity to take them in Flank. A Captain 
call'd Helmeyer, rally d ſome few Troopers, 
and with them I endeavour'd to join fix 
other Troops of the ſame Regiment, which 
had forcd Part of the Right of the Fi ench 
to give Way, and purſu'd them ſofar, that 
I could not join them; nor could they re- 
turn to the Bridge, thi Enemy being poſted 
between them and the ſaid Bridge. I en- 
deavour' d to force my Way to the ſame; 
but having with me only the Major of 
Newburg, the Captain of Breuner aforeſaid, 
and 14 or 15 Troopers, we could not 
open -a Paſlage through nine Squadrons 
arawn up in good Order. One of them 
advancd to charge us, but was repuls d. 
Things being in that Diſorder, I had no 
other Way to take, than to retreat thro 
Sziſerland , as did alſo the ſix Troops of 
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Brenner, which paſsd the Hart, that they 
might not be cut off in their Retreat to 
Keifelde. I went directly to Newenburg, 
hut was inform'd, that General Weikerſheim 
nad abandond the Iflands, the Bridges, 
214 part of the Equipages, before he was 
attack'd, tho I had order'd him to defend 
the ſame to the laſt Extremity. I re 
tm d therenpon to Friburg, where the 
Remains of our Troops met again, and 
nere appear'd to be 2600 Men miſſing, 
either kill d, wounded, or Priſoners. The 
Fench own they had 1500 Men wounded, 
and near 300 killd upon the Spot; and tis 
certain that they would have been beaten, 
had the Regiment of Newburg behavd them: . 
ſelves as 1 expected; and the Enemy do 
not difown it. We have taken two Stan- 
dards from them, and they have taken 
three from us, with the Kettle-Drums of 
New nug. 

Ihis is a genuine Account of the Action; 
at as your Electoral Highneſs, deſires to 
now the Reaſons which obligd me to 
march to the Enemy, inſtead of expecting 
hem in my Camp, I mult in the firſt Place 
take Notice, that the Enemy intending to 
attack me on two Sides, I ſhonld have 
wen penn'd up in a Corner, from whence 
could neither advance nor retreat, and 
where onr two Flanks would have been 
<xposd to their Cannon, I had beſides, 
put 
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put ſome Men into three Redoubts, from 
hence it would have been caly to ruin 
our Bridge; which I could not ſuſtain, 
without marching out of my Camp. Had 
I retir'd into the Iſland, it would have 


been impoſlible for me to retreat, after the 


Ruin cf my Bridge, and ſo I had remain d 
at the Diſcretion of my Enemy. I had 
therefore no other Way left, than to fall 


upon the firſt Body of the Enemy that 


{hould advance againſt me, or elſe to re 
tire to Friburg, ſeeing that, having aban- 
don'd the firit Arm of the Rhine, I was 
unable to return into Alſace. As your 
Electoral Bighneſs intended to maintain 
that Poſt, thro' ſome other Reaſons, which 
there is no Need to alledge here, and that 


1 could not do it without Fighting, I 


march'd to attack them in a Ground, 
of which I had taken a View, and where 
I had Reaſon to promiſe myſelf the Vide

hope that the Situation of the Enemy,

I have this Comfort in 
my Misfortune, that I have nothing to re 
proach myſelf withal, but I had not the de 


cret to preſerye People from Fear, I * 
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loſt, in this unfortunate Action, all my 
Equipage, and I have preſerv'd nothing 
but my Orders, and a Letter from your 
Electoral Highneſs, dated the 18th of 
Auguſt. I had 6000 Men in all, whereof 
4200 were concernd in this Action, and 
eight Pieces of Cannon, whereof four were 
bo, and the other four were brought back 
to this Place. As to the Bridge, the Iſlands, 
and what was therein, General Veikerſbeim, 
who 1s gone 'before, to wait upon your 
Electoral Highneſs, will doubtleſs give a 
particular Account thereof, which I wiſh 
may be ſatisfactory. As for me, I could 
not be 1n the Fight and at. the Bridge at 
the ſame Time, and it was not becom- 
ing me to be one of the firſt who retird 
thither. I did whatever was in my Power 
to re-eſtabliſh an Affair, which was put 
into Diſorder merely thro' the Panick 
Fear of the Regiment of Newburg but I will 
not trouble your Electoral Highneſs with 
any farther Arguments, on the Cauſe of 
my Misfortune, which I impute to my ill 
Fate. I wiſh it had prov'd more Fortu->

H IS Electoral Highneſs of Brunſwick- 
Lunenbuig having ſent back his un- 
derwritten Miniiter of State, and of his 
Privy Council, the Baron de Bothmar, to the

He thinks he 
ſhould be wanting to the Reſpect due to 
the Confidence with which her Majeſty 
has honour'd him, if he ſhould not anſwer 
it with the Sincerity, which ſhe has Reaſon 
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to expect from her moſt true and moſt zea- 
lous Servant and Friend, who 1s more con- 
cern d for her Glory and Intereſt, than any 
Perſon in the World. He hopes her Maje- 
ſy will do him the Honour to accept in 
that Senſe, and in that Intention, as well 
what he has taken the Liberty to cauſe to 
be reported to her of his Sentiments, by 
the aboveſaid Lord Rivers, as what he has 
order'd his underwritten Miniſter to repre- 
ſent farther to her Majeſty's Miniſters. .. 
The Sentiments of his EleCtoral High- 
neſs on the Peace, and on its Negotiation 
are, That the Allies have Need, not 
only of poſitive Declarations, but like- 
wile of real Securities, eſpecially having 
to do with an Enemy, whoſe Methods of 
acting are well known. This the former 
Preliminaries provided for, by obliging, 
France to give us previoully ſome Places 
of Security. In theſe there is neither any 
real Security, nor any clear and diſtinct De- 
claration. All is couch'd in indefinite ge- 
neral Terms, which, in Reality, expreſs 
nothing, and upon which Years might be 
ſpent in negociating. is left to he con- 
ſider d which is the ſureſt Way to put a. 
ſpeedy End to the War, whether by previ- 
ouſly infiſting on ſuch Conditions from 
France, that nothing may remain to be. 
done in a general Atlembly, but to give 
them the Form of a Treaty; or to open 
1 that 
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that Aſſembly upon Articles that are cap 
tious and obſcure, which leave an open 
Field for 1 tor? was in Practice her uſual 
Intrigues and Artrfices. 

Nothing but a perfe& Union between 
the Allies, while the General Peace ſhall 
be treating, and the mutual Guarantee they 
ſhall give each other upon what ſhall there. 
in be concluded, can ſecure them for the 
future. Without this all Europe will fall 
into Confuſion, and, ſooner or later, into 
Slavery, eſpecially if Spain and the I. 
dies be left in the Poſſeſſion of a Prince ef 
the Houſe of Bourbon. We cannot flatter 
ourſelves, that after a Peace concluded, 
even in this manner, Great Bi ita can be 
in Safety, and maintain itſelf in a quiet 
and flouriſhing Condition, unleſs it conti- 
nue with the States-General and the other 
Allies, in an Union that may defend all'of 
them together againſt the' Enterpriſes of 
France. All their Forces, united, have 
hardly been ſufficient to ſave them; whence 
may be judg'd what would happen, if 
that Crown ſhould have the Fortune to di- 
vide them; and what it would be able to 

t in Execution, after having taken Breath 

ome Years, and reinforcd itſelf by Spain 
and by the Riches of the Indies. *Tis not 
deubted therefore, that her Britanick Ma- 
zeſty propoſes to act, in this whole Affair, 
jointly and in Concert with her Allies; eon. 
formably 
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formably to the Aﬀfurances which ſhe has 
given them. But to banifh all Diſtruſt, it 
would be neceſſary that there ſhould be no 
ſecret Negotiation, which might give 
Ground for Suſpicion, that one or other of 
the Allies might make their own Treaty 
ſeparately. DTS | 

All the Allies wilt gladly concur to con- 
clude the Peace, provided they may have 
their” Security in it; there not being any 
one among them, who is not weary of the 
Expence and Inconveniences of the War, 
or would be willing to continue it, when it 
ſhall ceaſe to be neceſſary. Further, Not 
one of thein but would take Pleaſure to con- 
tribute, with all his Power, to obtain tor 
Great Britain ſuch Conditions and Advantas 
ges as it can demand from France. His E. 
lectoral Highneſs, in particular, willitake 
it on him as a Duty to employ all the 
Means condueing thereto which can be de- 
ſir d of him; nothing in Nature being more 
juſt, after the many great Things which 
her Britannick Majeſty has done, with her 
triumphant Nation, for the Common Cauſe, 
from the Beginning of her glorious Reign. 
And this Way appears to his Electoral 
Highneſs to be more ſure for procuring this 
End, and for preſerving ſuch Advantages, 
than if Great Britain ſhould endeavour it 
without the Concurrence of the Allies, by 
a ſeparate Negotiation. Nor could any 
Thing 
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Thing be more advantageous to France, 
than if by her Dexterity ſhe could. dazzle 
the Eyes of one of the Maritime Powers, 
ſo as to induce ſach Power to accept of 
ſome Advantages ſo much to the Prejudice 
of the other, that the Jealouſy thence ari. 
ſing might become an Obſtacle to their U. 
nion for the future, which Union, conſti. 
tuting their reciprocal Security, is look d 
upon by France as the great Hindrance of 
its vaſt Deſigns. 

His Electoral Highneſs can anſwer for 
it, that the Imperial Court never form' 
the Deſign imputed to them, of entring 
with France into a ſecret Negotiation, to 
the Prejudice of the Intereſts of Great Bri. 
tain; but for removing all Cauſe of Um. 
brage on that Account, as well with Re- 
ſpect to the Emperor as to the States Ge- 
neral of the United Provinces, new Engage- 
ments may be enterd into with thoſe two 
Potentates; and it may be firmly depen- 
ded on, that they will make no Difficulty 
to promiſe the Queen, in the moſt bmding 
and moſt folemn Manner, never to enter 
into any Negotiation with the common E- 
nemy, nor ever to receive any Offer or 
Propoſition from him, without her Maje 
ſty's Participation, and without taking 
common Meaſures in Concert with her. It 
has been alledg'd, That the Imperial Court 
will make no Difficulty to renounce oy 
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and the Indies, provided the Dominions in 
Italy and the Netherlands be given them; 
but as to this, tis but juſt to hear the Mind 
the new Emperor, who, it 1s known, 
has entirely at Heart the Affairs of Spain. 
"Tis eaſy to ſee the pernicions Conſequen- 
ces, which there would 
hend, if Spain and the Indies were left to 
the Duke of Anion. Her Majeſty herſelf 
has deliver'd her own Opinion clearly upon 


it, in her Speech at the opening of the ve- 


ry laſt Seſſion of Parliament, recommend- 
ing the War in Spain, as that which moſt 
particularly concern'd the Britiſh Nation, 
who will in no ways find Amends for it by 
the Trade to the South Sea, with which they 
are flatter d; which Trade, if given them 
in Reality (as may juſtly be doubted it will 
not) would however be but precarious, and 
laſt no longer than France amd Spain would 
pleaſe to permit. 

Thoſe two Crowns can not, m that Caſe, 
be conſider'd otherwiſe than as one Poten- 
tate. All the World knows, that it is France 
which governs the Spaniards in their Coun- 
cils, in their Revenues, in their Military 
Affairs, and even carries on their Commerce 
with the Indies by her Ships. France has 
already made herſelf ſo. much the Miſtreſs 
of all theſe, that if the Spaniards would re- 
aſſume their Independence, either after the 
Peace, or after the Death of the 3 
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King of France, tis no longer in their Power; 
nor can any Treaty be ot - ſufficient -Force 
to oblige France effectually to quit . theſe 
Advantages. Beſides, tis to. be conſider, 
That if the Deſcendants of the Duke of 4r- 
Jou, or the Male Line of the Danphin his 
Brother, {ſhould fooner or later come to 
fail, thoſe two Crowns would be abſolutely 
united under one Head, No Treaty, no 
Renunciation could be ſtrong enough to hin- 
der that Union in ſuch a Caſe; of which 
the Renunciation made at the Pyreneay 
Treaty, and the Treaty of Partition, are, 
among many other Examples, ſufficient 
Evidence, Iis very certain likewiſe, that 
the King of France, Who, notwithſtanding 
the Peace, aud his Engagements with K. 
Willie III. of glorious Memory, acknow- 
ledg'd, in his-Life-Time, another for King 
of England; ag. ſoon as he thought hamfelt 
by his Grandſon Maſter of Spain, will no 
ſooner. ſee this Grandſon. of his: ſettled on 
that Throne, but he will endeavour alſo to 
place his Creature upon that of Great Brt 
tain, and will accompliſh it, having aug 
mented his Power with that of Spain, and 
his Riches by thoſe of the Indies. "Tis ea- 
ſy to foreſee the Danger the Queen's Per- 
ſon would then be in; and what would be- 
eome then of the Liberty of Great Britain. 


under a Maſter educated in the Maxims of

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Men, who have abjurd him according to 
Law. There would then, in Conſequence, 
be an End of the Liberty of all Europe, and 
of the Proteſtant ' Religion, by a League 
founded on Obligation, Neceſſity, and Gra- 
titude, between three Kings of an oppoſite 
Religion, and of fo great Power Fr Sea 
and Land, under the Direction of that of 
France. Theſeare Conſequences, in which

As to the Barrier in the Spaniſh Nethey- 
lands, it cannot be ſaid, that the Security 
of the United Provinces, only is concern'd 
in it. On the contrary, it is full as much 
the Concern of Great Britain, which would 
find it ſelf in no leſs Danger than the 
ſuid Republick, if France became Maſter 
of the Spaniſh Netherlands. This Truth has 
at all Times been acknowledg'd by the 
Engliſh, even in the Reign of K. Charles II. 
who, notwithſtanding his cloſe Engage- 
ments with that Crown, would not faffer 
it to conquer them. So that the Barrier, 
which excluded that dangerous Enemy from 
the Netherlands, is the common Intereſt of 
the two Maritime Potentates, as well as 
ot the Empire of Germany; and beſides, 
Great Britam has at fent in lien of her 
Guaranty of that Barrier, a reciprocal 
Guaranty for the Proteſtant ON. 
What- 
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Whatſoever be done, and whether the 
Aſſembly for Peace be forthwith open d, 
or defer d to another Time, that is to ſay, 
"till France has made more ſatisfactory De- 
clarations, his Electoral Highneſs thinks, 
that it is abſolutely neceſſary not to be 
any way remiſs in the Preparations for 
the enſuing Campaign; there being no 
Hope of obtaining good Conditions of Peace, 
but by getting into a Poſture to purſue 
the War vigorouſly, and beginning the 
Campaign early, with conſiderable Forces, 
ſeeing France, on her Part, is already ma- 
king great Preparations for it. *Tis with 
— to this, that his Electoral High- 
neſs will not make uſe of that Permiſſion 
which her Majeſty has had the Goodnels 
to grant him, in ſo friendly a manner, 
of taking this Winter ſome of his Regi. 
ments of Dragoons Home to his. own 
Country, having reſclv'd to leave them 
all in the Aether lands; notwithſtanding 
which, his Electoral Highneſs will hear 
the ſame Acknowledgment to her Majeſty, 
as if he had actually made uſe of the ſaid 
Permiſſion. 

Tis not to be donbted, but that the 
Emperor will make much greater Efforts 
than ſormerly, and that the States Gene- 
ral will furniſh what they are oblig d to 
by Treaties ; his Imperial Majeſty ; 
ready to concert new Agreements there- 
upon, 
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pon, with her Britaunick Majeſty, But 
above all, it will be eſſentially neceſſary, 
to avoid the Snare of a Ceſſation of Arms, 
which, tis very probable, France will pro- 
poſe, as ſoon as the Aſſembly. for Peace 
ſhall be open'd; which Ceſlation, keeping 
the Maritime Potentates in the Neceſſity 
of making the ſame Efforts, and the ſame 
Expence for the War, for maintaining the 
ſame Fleets and the ſame Armies, will 
deprive them of the Means of making uſe 
of them, and ſtop the Progreſs of their 
glorious Arms. | 
There is Ground to hope, that by remain- 
ing firmly united, the Allies may ſoon ob- 
lige France (with the Bleſſing of God) to 
agree to reaſonable Conditions; the extreme 
Indigence that Crown is in, and the Need 
ſne has of Peace, being very certain and 
confirm'd from all Parts. The Almighty 
has bleſs'd the Arms of the Queen and of 
her Allies with ſo many Triumphs over 
their powerful Enemy, to the End'they 
may wean themſelves by a ſafe and ad- 
vantageous Peace, from all they have to 
fear from him; and it cannot be his Plea- 
ſure, that an Enemy ſo exhauſted and van- 
quih'd, as he has been on all Cccafions, 
thould at laſt carry his Deſigns by this 
War, and get out of it by a Peace glorious 
to him, to the Ruin of the victorious Allies, 
and to the Deftraction of the Liberty of all

T HE Knights, Citizens, and Burgeſles 


of Great Britain in Parliament aſſem- 
bled, under the preſent Happineſs they en- 


joy by his Majeſty's peaceable and quiet 


Acceſſion to the Throne, could not enter 
upon any Work more ſatisfactory and plea- 
ſing to themſelves, than the providing a 
ſufficient Revenue for the Occaſions of his 
Majeſty's Civil Government, in order to 
make his Reign as eaſy and proſperous, as 
the Beginning of it hath been ſecure and 
undiſturbd. 

They are ſenſible that the Peace of the 
Kingdom is not to be preſervd, nor the 
Rights and Liberties of the Subjects to be 
protected, without ſupporting the juſt Au- 
thority and Dignity of the Crown ; and
